Polio Lung Cases Get 
New Hope as Result of 
Latest of Discoveries 



Reports issuing from the nation's 
laboratories where polio research is 
being carried on indicate that re- 
latively few patients would have to 
remain in an iron lung for life If 
proper treatment were employed 
early enough after_onset of the di- 
sease, it was disclosed today by Mr. 
Ed Gresens Chairman of Antioch 
Township March of # Dimes cam- 
paign. 

Asserting "a resoundingly suc- 
cessful March of Dimes drive this 
January is necessary to assure un- 
interrupted continuation of polio 
studies" the local director pointed 
to several research advances illus- 
traing how scientists are gradually 
bringing polio out of the category 
of a mystery disease. 

"New therapeutic methods and 
devices have been developed for 
bulbar polio patients or those suf- 
fering respiratory paralysis" he de- 
clared, citing resumes assembled by 
the National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis, among these, he said 
are: 

The use of the oscillating bed, 
positive pressure breathing appara- 
tus, the Electrophenic nerve stimu- 
lator, tracheotomy, and feeding of 
oxygen — all recent advances which 
will mean saving many lives".

The March of Dimes director said 
the recent development of the elec- 
trophenic nerve stimulator has great 
potential. value in treating patients 
who "fight" the iron lung, as well 
as those polio patients who develop 
high blood pressure. He explained 
that the nerve stimulator sends a 
rhythmic electric current to the 
phrenic nerve which controls the 
diaphragm muscle, thus causing 
that muscle to contract and relax 
at regular intervals as in breathing. 

"The use of the stimulator prior 
to placing the patient in the con- 
ventional iron lung" he added, '.'en- 
ables the physician to control the 
patient who "fights" the iron lung. 
Scientists have learned that the 
nerve stimulator also is helpful in

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What is a "Temporary" .Government 

Expenditure? 

Two distinguished economists, Beardslcy Ruml 
and J. Cameron Thomson, recently appeared before 
a Congressional subcommittee to discuss some of the 
fiscal problems of the government. They finally spoke 
of the difference between permanent-and temporary 
Federal obligation and expenditures. 

At this juncture, Senator Douglas asked; "Do 
you really know of any item in the budget which can 
seriously be called temporary and nonrecurrent?" 
As one reporter said, "The witnesses couldn't think of 
any — except a fighting war. In all other cases the 
government, when its starts spending money on a 
so-called emergency, keeps right on spending." 

Here is one of the reasons why, in spite of in- 
credibly large Federal revenues and back-breaking 
taxes we are still running .a deficit. As the Hoover 
committee reports pointed out, factually and in de- 
tail, the government is literally honeycombed wiLh 
duplicating, overlapping, and unnecessary bureaus. 
Dozens of agencies — each with its own expensive 
staffs and all the other paraphernalia of bureau- 
cracy — are working in almost identical fields. The 
Hoover reports indicate that we can cut the cost of 
the government at least $3,000,000,000 a year without 
harming any essential function in any way. Some be- 
lieve the saving could be much greater. 

Every department head cries lo high heaven 
when it is suggested that his appropriation be even 
moderately reduced. Civic organizations and local 
business men are equally bad offenders in many cases 
when it is proposed that a cut be made in some ac- 
tivity that would benefit them at the expense of the 
rest of us. Only a change in this sorry attitude can 
bring about economical, efficient government.

Demolishing the Roads 

Overwhelming evidence is piling up to substan- 
tiate the belief that heavy commercial trucking is 
destroying our major highways at an alarming rate, 
and at a huge cost to private motorists and all other 
taxpayers. 

A particularly convincing example has been 



cited by the Chief Highway Engineer of Illinois. His 
department accumulated detailed data on two sections 
of Illinois highway which are 30 miles opart and 
identical In construction. One section, according to 
a traffic count, carried an average of 490 trucks a 
day while the other carried less than 20. The first sec- 
tion, after 20 years of service, was "practically de- 
molished." The second section was "In perfect shape 
after 22 years of service." He summed the findings 
up in these words: "The conclusion is plain. Heavy 
truck traffic certainly does wear out our highways. 

There has been much controversy, over whe- 
ther the commercial trucks pay their way or not. One 
means of determining this is by comparing them with 
the railroads, with which they compete. In a re- 
cent column, David Lawrence did' jusfc that, using 
the latest available official figures. Here is what he 
found: "The railroads paid out 21.02 cents of each dol- 
lar of their total costs for owning and maintaining 
right-of-ways and for state and local taxes, while the 
trucks paid out 4.8 cents of each dollar of their total 
expenses for taxes of all kinds and paid nothing di- 
rectly for road maintenance." 

The cost of building and maintaining the kind 
of roads which are adequate for the heaviest trucks— 
and which are not needed for ordinary automobile 
and privte truck traffic— is incredibly large. It is 
one of the biggest items in our state budgets. How 
much longer can the general taxpayers stand it? 

Labor Cannot Strike 

In a course of an opinion handed down in Port- 
land, Oregon, Circuit Judge Walter Tooze said: "La- 
bor, which has the legal right to strike and engage in 
peaceful picketing against private employers, can- 
not strike against the government, or any arm of gov- 
ernment." He further implemented this view by 
saying, "Bluntly stated, under no circumstances can 
there be lawful picketing or striking against the 
state, or any part thereof." 

This is an unequivocal expression of a generally 
accepted legal principle. The government is supreme, 
and a strike against it would be in the nature of re- 
bellion. It could not be tolerated/ It would, of neces- 
sity, be broken and all the resources of government 
would be mobilized to do the job. 

What is the significance of this to labor? The 
answer can be stated simply. If we are to have gov-: 
ernment-owned business, which socialism, and if 
we are to have ever-increasing governmental con- 
trol over our economic life, we will see a steady loss 
of freedom on the part of labor. Once government 
become a mass-employer, the working man will take 
whatever the politicians want to give him. He will 
totally lack any effective means of bettering his lot.

Christmas Seal Sale 
Reaches $25,485 With 
26,000 Replies Lacking 



County residents have responded 
generously to the 1949 Christmas 
Seal Sale, but there are still some 
26,000 Seal Sale Letters to be ac 
knowledged according to Mrs. G. 
Fossland, County Seal Sale Chair 
man, who reported today the re 
ceipts to date total $25,485.24. 
"With -only a few days remaining 
until the official close of the cam- 
paign we are hoping that those who 
haven't 'done so will send in their 
returns immediately, said Mrs. Foss 
returns immediately," said Mrs. 
Fossland, "I wish to point but that 
the money raised' by the* sale of 
Christmas Seals is the sole support 
of the Lake County Tuberculosis 
Association and will make possible 
its program in' 1950. 

During the coming year, the Tu- 
berculosis Association hopes to have 
a community chest x-ray survey in 
every town in Lake County as well 
as to carry on its case finding pro- 
gram in industries and schools 
throughout the county. 

The 1949 Christmas Seal Saie 
opened on November -21 and official- 
ly closes on Christmas Day. Lake 
County's Seal Sale is part of the 
43rd annual nationwide appeal of 
the voluntary tuberculosis associa- 
tions to, fight tuberculosis. 



In what may have been his last 
official act as Antioch fire chief, 
James McMillcn this week urged 
extreme care in fire prevention dur- 
ing the holiday period when Christ- 
mas trees and other decorations are 
used. 

He quoted the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, who give the 
following tips in safe use of Christ- 
mas trees and other lighted decora- 
tive materials: 

"Each v year fire turns Christmas, 
the most joyful time of the year, 
into tragedy in hundreds of Ameri- 
can homes. 

"Christmas fires occur because 
extra hazards — highly flammable 
Christmas trees and decorations — 
are 'brought into homes, schools, 
and public buildings. Other hazards 
include use of lighted candles, de- 
fective electric lights, and flam- 
mable costumes used in Christmas 
pageants. 

"A little knowledge' of these ha- 
zards, and how to prevent tragic 
fires, will help keep Christmas 
the merry holiday it should- be in 
American homes. 

"Few people realize that the ordi- 
nary Christmas tree is one of the 
most flammable objects known. 

It is filled with pitch* and resin. 
Once ignited, a Christmas tree is 
very difficult to extinguish. Tests 
at Underwriters' Laboratories show 
that an average size tree takes less 
than two minutes to burn up; such 
a tree can easily start a roaring 
blaze in your house before the ar- 
rival of the fire department. , 

Many methods of "flame-proof- 
ing" Christmas trees have been 
tested, but few have proved success- 
ful. 

However, the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters* engineers have 
devised -the following simple rules, 
which if followed will make your 
Christmas tree safe. * 

1. Choose a small tree,. instead of 
a big one. Remember, a small tree 
can be as beautiful as a large one, 
as well as being much less hazar- 
dous. 

/ 2. Do not set up the tree until a 
few days before * Christmas. Keep 
the tree outdoors until ready to in- 
stall it; 

3. Place the tree in the coolest 
part of the house. If necessary shut 
off the radiator closest to the tree. 

4. Do not, under any circum- 
stance's, use cotton or paper for de- 
coration on the tree or around the 
tree. 

5. Do not place electric trains 
around the tree. 

6. Use only electric lights (Never 
use candles) and see that all of the 
wires are in good condition and not 
frayed. Those which have been in- 
spected for safety by Underwriters' 
Laboratories have a paper band 
around the wire or a statement on 
the box. 

7. Provide a switch some distance 
from the tree for turning the elec- 
tric lights off and on. Do not plug 
or unplug the lights beneath .the 
tree. 

8. Do not leave tree lights burn- 
ing when no one is in the house. 
From time to time inspect the tree 
and see whether any of the needles 
near the lights have started to turn 
brown. If so, change the location 
of the lights. 

9. When the needles start falling, 
take the tree down and discard it. 
If it is desired to keep the tree up 
for a few days longer, do not keep 
the tree lighted more than half an 
hour at a time. 

After you have opened your 
Christmas presents, remove all the 
gift wrappings and packing ma- 
terials from your living room and 
dispose of them. 

Safety in Public Places 

In hotels, churches, hospitals and 
other places of assembly, and in 
hall-ways of offices, the location of 
the Christmas tree is of vital im-: 
portance. 

The tree 'should not be located 
near any stairway or elevator which 
would provide an upper draft. 

It should not, be placed near en- 
trance doors or otherwise block 
exits. 

It is very essential that all doors 
leading to other parts of the build- 
ing, particularly upper stairs, if 
located close to a Christmas tree, 
be kept closed (to retard the up- 
ward spread of fire). 

A definite inspection should be 
made each morning by someone in 
authority to determine whether the 
tree should be left up for a longer 
time, and whether it should be 
lighted again. 

Christmas trees in offices should 
not be located in such a position. as 
to block exit from the office. 

Adherence to the simple rules 
above will go a long way toward 
"keeping "Our Christmas Merry" by 
Avoiding serious fires'

Children have not gone out of 
style in Illinois. It is one of the 
few states in the United States 
which is insistent that all young- 
sters in public schools be given 
scientific vision tests. 

This program started in Peoria 
under the direction of Mrs. Dorothy 
Gray, executive secretary of the 
Illinois Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness and. Milton R. Litterst, 
director of the Department of Child 
Welfare of the Peoria public schools, 

"The Peoria survey,, which tested 
twenty-two thousand children, 
found thousands of children 
whose learning difficulties were 
simply that they couldn't see well 
enough to keep up with their class- 
mates. In fact nearly one out of 
every five pupils in the Peoria pu- 
blic grade schools was found to 
have vision below a minimum stan- 
dard," says an article in the Janu- 
ary Woman's Home Companion. , 

The failure to adopt reasonable 
vision-testing practices, as used 'by 
the Illinois school, says the maga- 
zine, in other schools in the United 
States is part of the larger failure, 
to provide decent visual environ- 
ment. School superintendents and 
school boards are. a generation be- 
hind the present level of scientific 
knowledge about school construc- 
tion, school lighting, classroom 
painting and desk arrangement. 



WASHINGTON. — The average 
person may not realize it, but ac- 
cording to the psychiatrists, his or 
her tastes in food is a good indi- 
cation of whether the person is 
neurotic or an Illiterate. 

For instance, the mental doctors 
say, nny man who doesn't like 
fried eggs may be either a neurotic 
or on illiterate, In fact, if one is 
unusually finicky about food, that 
may bo a clue to his mental status. 

Tests have shown that while 
practically every normal man likes 
fried eggs, one out of five neurotic 
men don't like their eggs fried. 
And among illiterates, one out of 
10 say no to fried eggs. 

Take the humble cabbage and 
the much-despised-by-children spin- 
ach. Only three per cent of normal 
males said they didn't like cab- 
bage or spinach. But almost a 
third of the neurotics and illiter- 
ates tested hated both. 

Normals Not Finicky 

Prof. Richard Walden of Western 
Reserve university ran the food 
tests on neurotics. Using 20 foods, 
he found that 62 per cent of the 
neurotics said they disliked three 
, or more items. And among the 
'normal, only 11 per cent were so 
particular. 

Professor Wallen decided that 
the dislikes begin in early life, as 
the result of "emotional experiences 
at meals, faulty and capricious 
training methods, and fear of the 
new and strange." 

With Professor Wallen's charts 
for n starting base, William D. 
Altus of Santa Barbara- college 
tried somewhat similar tests on 
army illiterates. Results of these 
tests were made public in an arti- 
cle written for the Journal of Con- 
sulting Psychology. 

Literacy Counts 
Altus said he had to discard 12 
of the 20 foods Wallen used in his 
tests. For Instance, he figured that 
anyone who couldn't read wouldn't 
be likely to know much about mush- 
rooms or Swiss cheese. "Too pre- 
cious," said Altus. 

Altus didn't draw any conclu- 
sions, but he suspects one reason 
for the illiterates' poor food show- 
ing: They tend to be neurotic, too. 

Well, what about the poor hos- 
tess anxious to please? What shall 
she serve? 



Check Your Social Security at 05 

All workers age 65 and over who 
have been employed on Social Se- 
curity, jobs should contact our of- 
fice immediately so as to prevent 
possible loss of old-age insurance 
benefits, according to Bernard Bnr- 
nott, manager of the Wnukegan Of- 
fice of the Federal Social Security 
Administration. 

"So many times," Mr. Barnctt 
said, "we have had to tell workers 
who hove delayed contacting our 
office, that if they hod come in to 
see us sooner, they would not have 
lost several months of benefits. 
Those workers should know how 
they stand/not only os a protection 
to themselves but their families as 
well. 

"Workers have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by checking 
with us. They may be ahead in dol- 
lars instead of missing in dollars 
that are rightfully theirs. They can 
find out if they are fully insured, 
and they can find out the amount 
of their monthly benefit. They can 
learn how seasonal workers re- 
ceive benefits when they are laid 
off, how other workers draw bene- 
fits for the months they are idle 
between change in jobs and how 
still other workers work full time 
on jobs not covered by Social Se- 
curity and draw monthly benefits 
at the same time." 

If it is not convenient for work- 
ers to call at the Waukegan office 
personally, they may write the So- 
cial Security Administration, Room 
4, Post Office Building, Waukegan, 
111., for particulars or to arrange for 
a personal interview by a field re- 
presentative who may visit your 
town in the near future.

Monument to Memorialize 
Flag-Raising on Snribachi 

WASHINGTON, D.C.— The largest 
sculptured fjgure ever to be exe- 
cuted in bronze is destined for dedi- 
cation on November 10, 1950. It de- 
picts the immortal act of the six 
marines raising the Stars and 
Stripes on Mt. Suribachi, Iwo Jima.* 

The finished monument will rise 
to an elevation of about 100 feet 
and will be an eternal shrine in 
the nation's capitol to mark the 
heroism of U.S. marines in all wars. 

The bronze is the work of sculp- 
tor Felix de Weldon and architect, 
Paul Franz Jaquct, who have been 
laboring on the massive project for 
the past four years.

PROTECTING SWINE 
FROM BRUCELLOSIS 

Hard as they havo tried, scientists 
have not yet found an effective rem- 
edy for brucellosis In awine. 

But they havo worked out a set 
of preventivo measures that every 
farmer can employ in co-opcratlon 
with his veterinarian. If these pro- 
cautions aro taken, It will* greatly 
reduce the enormous losses now being 
caused by this killer of newborn and 
unborn pigs. 

Though they carry the Infection, 
adult Bwlne may not become acutely 
Ul with bruclllosls. But boars trans- 
mit the dlscaso to sows, And infected 
sows are poor breeders. They may 
lose their litters early in the gestation 
period, or produce stillborn' and sick- 
ly, -short-lived pigs. That la how 
brucellosis takes Its worst toll. 

First step to keep out brucellosis 
Is to avoid bringing Infected animals 
onto the premises. Newly-purchaaed 
swine, or boars brought in for breed- 
ing purposes, should first be blood 
tested. 

Breeding herds should bo tested 
regularly. New stock should bo kept 
in quarantine for two months after 
reaching tho farm. Any sow that 
loses her pigs prematurely should be 

WATCH FOR CATTLE 
WITH ITCHY SKINS 

H«althy cattle, frcu from mites 
and lice, don't waste their energy In 
scratching or rubbing. Farmers 
should take warning when cows begin 
to show signs of itching skin. 

Many slcin diseases aro infectious 
or contagious and may spread from 
one animal through an entire herd. 
Milk production falls off, beef gains 
slow up, feed Is wasted, hides may 
be damaged. Human handlers may be- 
come Infected, too. So, for . many 
reasons,* it is a good Idea to bo alert 
against any of the following common 
skin troubles: 

Scabies, mango or "barn Itch" — 
caused by tiny spldcr-llko mltcj that 
spread rapidly. Symptoms include 
bare or wrinkled spots, usually on the 
neck or flanks, 
-"■-Ringworm— caused by a fungus and 
appearing as crusty half-dollar size 
spots, usually on tho head or neck. 

Seed warta— caused by a virus; 
commonly seen on the head and neck. 
A single wart may be followed by 
clusters and clumps of unsightly dry 
growths. 

"X" disease — a new disorder, of 
yet undetermined cauBe; character- 
ized by hardening and drying of akin 

NATIONWIDE ALERT 

FOR*X DISEASE' 

Cattle raisers everywhere should be 
on the alert this year for possible 
outbreaks of "X disease," the strange 
new malady that affects cattle of all 
a^et but seems to be especlallj com- 
mon, among animals under 2 years 
old. 

"X disease" already has caused 
cattle losses In more than 30 states. 
In some of the worst outbreaks, as 
many as 31 per oent of the animals 
in affected herds have been stricken. 
Ax ong diseased cattle, tho death rate 
has been as high as 69 per cent. 

Just what causes "X disease," and 
how It Is transmitted from one animal 
to another, . no one yet knows. But 
extensive research investigations are 
being pointed up by tho TJ. S. Bureau 
of- Animal Industry and veterinary 
research leaders. In the meantime, 
veterinarians a:e Isolating Idontifled 
cases immediately and developing 
techniques to combat the disease. 

Symptoms usually include pro- 

„ longed scouring, loss of appetite and 

weight, wart-like lumps -. the mouth 

and on the tongue, and a scurfy 

hardening of the skin over the leek 

s and shoulders. ^ 

COCCIDIOSIS CAN 

KILL CALVES, TOO 

Most people think of coccldtosL- as 
a disease of chickens. But this In- 
testinal disorder, caused by a tiny 
internal parasite, also affects cattlo 
and sheep. Young calves, especially, 
suffer aerloua attacks that may cause 
death within a week. 

Strangely enough, each species of 
livestock — chickens, cattle, sheep — 
has Its own type of coccldlal Infection. 
Usually, there is no Interchange 
from one specieB to another, Lamhs, 
for instance, may graze on pastures 
where calves aro actually sick with 
coccldlosls and still not pick up the 
disease. • 

Veterinarians report that adult 
cattlo can harbor an ordinary num- 
ber of coccldlosls parasites without 
becoming Ul. But young calves are 
very susceptible to the disease, and 
sometimes yearlings aro badly af- 
fected; 

Various factors may lead to an 
outbreak. Perhaps . too many calves 
aro crowded into one pen, or calves 
are grouped with older infected cat- 
tle. Outbreaks may occur among 
feeder animals congregated in yards. 

NEW SHEEP DISEASE 
REQUIRES WATCHING 

A relatively "recent" disease of 
sheep — Usterellosls— Is posing a po- 




kopt away from the herd until proved 
frco of infection. When Infection Is 
found In grado herds, it may be ad- 
visable to market all breeding ani- 
mals. Hog houses should be cleaned 
and disinfected after reactors ore 
removed.

Sanitation may bo neglected. In late 
summer or early autumn, pastured 
cattle may pick up tho parasites in 
water from stagnant ponds or bayous.

Careful sani- 
tation, clean quarters, segregation of 
calves by ago groups, keeping calves 
from eating off the ground, and other 
husbandry, measures suggested by 
tho veterinarian can largely ward off 
calf losses duo to coccldlosls. 

ken out in several now areas, and the 
losses In each outbreak havo been 
very severe. 

Listerollcyila Is sometimes known 
among sheep raisers as "circling" 
disease, because the gorm damages 
the brain and causes the sheep to walk 
in circles, or to stagger, push their 
heads Into fences, or fall to. their 
knees. It may also cause lnflamatlon 
of the oyo, and it sometimes causes 
ewes to lose 'their lambs. Sick animals 
frequently become completely para- 
lyzed before death. 

Thus far, no effective vaccine has 
boon developed for controlling out- 
breaks of Usterellosls. If an outbreak 
of the disease Is suspected, the first 
control stop is to obtain an immediate 
diagnosis by a veterinarian. This la 
essential because Usterellosls resem- 
bles several other sheep Infections, 
and laboratory diagnosis may be need- 
ed to determine the exact germ re- 
sponsible for the lllnesB. Sick animals 
should be Isolated : from the rest of 
tho, flock, .and every .possible sanitary 
measure should be token, to help save 
the rest of tho animals from exposure.
